W a sh in g to n , December lG:h.—The Even­ 
ing Oritic publishes to-night a story told by 
General Sherm an of the discovery of gold 
in California : C'aplain Sutter brought into 
General Mason's otlice several sm all pack­ 
ages of samples and spread (hem out be 
fore us. The specimens present varied in 
size from iish-scaies and split peas ud to 
the size of beans. Mason asked if I knew 
how to testil this stuff was gold or not. 
I 
said “ Certainly,” and imm ediately tried 
m y teeth on a lump, and made an indenta 
tiou, which impressed me that it was mal* 
ieable. 
I then sent out for a ham m er and 
an ax, and pounded several pieces out fiat. 
This was a crude hut practical test; hut we 
then applied acids, which verified the fact 
that the samples were genuine gold. ” 
w$a at once sent 
up' 
to 
the 
dig­ 
gings and made a thorough exam ination 
of ihe gold discoveries, which were rapidly 
being found in new localities, and in won­ 
derful amounts. I returned to Monterey 
with a quantity of specimens, and drew ujk 
an official report to the Government, w hich' 
was signed by Mason. This report, accom­ 
panied by a quantity of samples of gold 
was forwarded by a special bearer of dis­ 
patches, who was no other than H enry D. 
Cooke, recently First Governor of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia.

T H E McGEYXN CASE. 


A rchbishop C o rrig an ’s A ction U pheld by 
th e C atholic P res9. 
New Y o rk , December 16th.—Rev. D r. 
McGlynn is still at the house of St. Ste­ 
phen’s Church. H e sees his parishioners 
and hears confessions, but he does not offi­ 
ciate at public service in the church. It 
was said at the palace of the Archbishop 
last night that the Archbishop had left 
town. 
It is not known w hether he has 
gone to the Conference at Baltimore or not. 
The conduct of Dr. McGlynn in connection 
with the H enry George movement was not 
m entioned in the quarterly meeting yester­ 
day. in the old Cathedral, of Roman Cath­ 
olic clergymen. 
Dr. McGlynn is a member 
of the Soil Club, to which belong many ad­ 
herents of H enry George in this city, com- 
nrising 
clergymen, physicians, lawyers, 
brokers and newspaper men. 
H e affixed 
his name to this declaration at the second 
meeting of the club on Tuesday evening, 
December 7th: “ Believing that natural 
equality is unjustly impaired by the private 
appropriation of land values, whereby the 
products df labor and capital are diverted 
from the producer to the land-owner w ith­ 
out compensation, and the withdrawal of 
land is encouraged, we do hereby declare 
that land values belong of right to the peo- 
p 
in comm on.” 
The Roman Catholic press of this city 
and Brooklyn has. as a rule, refrained from 
a discussion of the case of Dr. McGlynn. 
Most of the papers early referred to the 
m atter in their news columns, without giv­ 
ing an opinion. A reporter called on the 
editors of the most prom inent papers yes­ 
terday, and found nearly all of them solid 
with the Archbishop, and believed he had 
acted right in the matter.

F R E E W OOL. 


Its Ell'ect on th e L aboring P eo p le o f th e 
C ountry. 
W ash in g to n , December 16th.—If 
the 
revenue reformers can revise the tariff at 
this session they propose to put wool on 
the free list. A report issued to-day by the 
State D epartm ent on the woolen mills of 
Scotland, by Consul Malmrose, of Leith, 
shows what the laboring men of the United 
States m ust contend with to compete with 
foreign woolen m anufacturers who have 
free wool. The average weekly wages paid 
men in the Scotch m ills is as follow s: 
Carders, common hands, $4 38; second 
hands, $5 11; spinners, $6 08; 
weavers, 
$7 30; scourers, $5 11; shearers, $4 38; 
pushers, $4 38; overseer of dyers, $8 51; 
slushers, $4 38; blacksm iths, $6 08; knot- 
ters, $2 92 ; darners, $3 89.

O rganized M urd erers and R obbers. 
New Y ork. December 16tb.—The Worlds 
Charleston, S. C., special says: 
The Cor­ 
oner's investigation of the m urder of the 
boy. John Lee Good, in the western part of 
York county, on the evening of the 1st in­ 


stant, has revealed an alarm ing state of af­ 
fairs. showing that a stupendous conspiracy 
had been formed among the negroes, the 
object being robbery and m urder. In the 
exam ination of m any witnesses vague ut­ 
terances of “ club,” “ clan,” “ society,” 
“ witnesses,” "m em bership,” and sim ilar 
expressions gave the clue, and the result is 
that twenty-six negroes, ranging in age 
from 16 to 50 years, are inm ates of the jail, 
charged with m urder, or with being acces­ 
sory to m urder. The existence of such an 
organization was acknowledged by all who 
were examined. 
A hundred white men 
rode to the jail at 7 o'clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing, battered the outer door down, and de­ 
m anded the m urderers of John Lee Good. 
The Sheriff' had already sent them to Co­ 
lumbia. thus avoiding lynching. 
W a lt W h itm an in 
N ew Y o rk , December 16th.—The Post's 
London special says : A circular has been 
issued signed “ Calmus,” which hides the 
nam e of a well-known Scotch artist, who 
desires to remain anonymous. 
It is head­ 
ed " W alt W hitm an Starving," and appeals 
for subscriptions for him . A copy of this 
has been sent to the editors of every lead­ 
ing paper. Accompanying it is ti letter 
from Mr. Underwood, United States Con­ 
sul at Glasgow, which confirms the state­ 
m ent regarding W hitm an's circumstances. 
The circular has been widely and sym pa­ 
thetically noticed by the press, and a "move­ 
m ent has been started in Glasgow whereby 
a num ber of young artists give pictures to 
be sold, the proceeds to go to W hitm an. 
L.a llourgoyne Safe. 
N ew Y ork, December 16;h.—The steamer 
La Bourgovne, from Havre, for which so 
much anxiety has been felt, has arrived off 
Sandy Hook. 
H e W an ts H is Stock. 
C hicago, December 16th. — Edwin B. 
Palm er has brought suit against Joseph W. 
H askins to recover $240,000 worth of shares 
in the Atlas M ining Company, which he 
claims defendant improperly obtained from 
him . 
1 lirow n O ut of C ourt. 
New Y o rk , December 16th.—Charles H. 
Dwinelle, formerly a professor in Berkeley, 
Cal., sued the New Y'ork Central and H ud­ 
son River Railroad Company in the Su­ 
preme Court to recover $50,000 damages for 
being assaulted by a colored porter in one 
of their care in August, 1885. The Court 
dismissed the case, as the porter was not in 
the employ of the company.

F re n c h A ffairs.

F O IL 
MURDER. 


M ichael J . D olan, a H ackm an, R iddled 
w ith H ullet* a n d K illed. 
[San Francisco Post, December 16th.] 
The already long list of m urders com­ 
m itted in this city was last night swelled by 
the addition of one m ore—that of Michael 
J. Dolan, a hackdriver, by W illian Rowan, 
the owner of a cabstand. About 3 o’clock 
this m orning a message by telephone was 
received at the Central Police Station ask­ 
ing that a policeman be sent to the ju n o 
tion of Geary and Kearny streets to quell a 
disturbance. Policemen Hiekev and A n­ 
derson were sent out. 
W hen near the cor­ 
ner they met policeman Burris and special 
Lindviile. They knew of no disturbance, 
and accompanied the others to the comer. 
All seemed quiet, and the men went into 
the saloon of Adam & Kibbe and asked the 
barkeeper if he had turned in the alarm . 
He said that he had not. but Dolan, who 
was present, spoke up and said that he had, 
because Moak 
(Rowan’s 
partner; and 
Rowan had been creating trouble. Doian 
was drunk at the time, but all else seemed 
quiet, and the policemen started to retnm . 
W hen they reached the corner of Post 
street they decided to go back and arrest 
Dolan for drunkenness. 
H ardly had they 
turned when they heard a cry o f" Police!" 
from D oian; they broke into a run, and 
had gone but a few steps in the direction of 
the men when they saw a flash and heard 
a report. 
RIDDLED W IT H LEAD. 
Rowan stood on the northwest corner of 
the sidewalk, his pistol in his hand. Doian 
was just off the curb, on the crossing, not 
more than four or five feet from his assail­ 
ant. 
A t the shot Dolan swung around and 
staggered onto the sidewalk. A perceptible 
interval elapsed before Rowan fired again, 
during which the policemen got up very 
near to him . 
Before they could reach him, 
however, Rowan fired another shot, and 
then three more in rapid succession. W hen 
the last shot was fired Hickey was not 
more than six feet away. Rowan attempted 
to fire another shot, but his pistol was 
empty and only snapped. 
Dolan sank to 
the sidewalk just as policeman Hickey 
grasped the 
m urderer’s wrists. 
“ Y’ou 
needn’t hold m e; I won’t run away,” the 
latter said, and made no resistance. 
Po­ 
licemen Burris and Hickey took Rowan to 
the police station, while Anderson and 
W illiam s, who had joined them , put the 
wounded m an into a hack. As he was 
lifted up Dolan exclaim ed; 
“ I ’m shot! 
This is the last of m e ! 
My poor family 1” 
These were the last words spoken by him . 
He was taken to the Receiving Hospital, 
and placed on an operating table, but before 
even his clothes could be removed he died. 
The bullet which was the immediate cause 
of his death struck him in the sm all of the 
back, just to the left of his spine. 
A nother 
ball struck him about the groin, and prob­ 
ably passed into his abdomen. Still an­ 
other passed through his right shoulder. 
The weapon from which the shots were 
fired is a new Smith & Wesson self-cocking, 
live-shot revolver, thirty-eight caliber. It 
is nickel-plated, and the handle is of 
mother-of-pearl, 
CLAIM OF SELF DEFENSE. 
Rowan was charged with m urder and 
placed in ceil 5. To the officers he said 
that the deceased was the aggressor, and 
while swaggering around hat! said : “ You 
--------------------, I’ll give it to you,” and had 
placed his hand on his hip pocket. ' Then,” 
said Rowan, “ I pulled my gun out of my 
pocket and shot him .” 
No weapon of any 
kind was found on the dead m an, nor in 
the vicinity of theshooting. The m urderer 
is a short, stout man with a light red m us­ 
tache aud a rather pleasant fuce. H e is, 
however, very taciturn, and utterly refuses 
to talk about his crime. 
His victim is a 
talier man, hair somewhat red and a m us­ 
tache of the same color. 
He was magnifi­ 
cently built—a model for an athlete. The 
dead man was a native of Ireland, 38 years 
old. 
H is residence was 652 Stevenson 
street. He leaves a wife and five children, 
the youngest but 1 year old. 
It is said that ah old feud existed be­ 
tween the two men, growing out of a hack­ 
stand privilege. 


It has been lately asserted in scientific 
circles that the idea that m am m als had 
passed through a period of aquatic growth, 
as shown by the existence of the whale, 
should be exactly reversed. That is, the 
anatom y of the whale has been found to 
show that at one tim e it was a four-footed 
beast.

These teeth vanish at an early 
period in a whale's life, often even before 
it is born.

Van Wvck called up his resolution offered 
yesterday", calling on the Secretary of War 
tor information as to how the Missouri 
River Commission apportioned the m any 
appropriations in the last river and harbor 
bills for the im provem ent of the Missouri 
river. A lter rem arks by Van Wyck the 
resolution was adopted. 
Blair offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Finance to inquire into the 
propriety of reporting a bill providing for 
a rebate on all imported m aterials incor­ 
porated with domestic m aterials or con­ 
verted into other articles and exported to 
other countries for sale, thereby providing 
for the extension of foreign trade without 
reducing the prices of American labor. 
Adopted. 
Tlie calendar was then taken up and the 
hill to permit the owners of American 
vessels and cargoes to sue the Government 
for losses caused by collision with United 
States vessels, arising from their m ism an­ 
agement, was advocated by Messrs. Evarts 
and Hoar and opposed by Messrs. McMeean, 
George and Conger. Dolph supported it. 
but would have been better pleased if its 
principle had been extended further. The 
bill was passed, the vote on ordering it to a 
third reading being 24 to 17. 
. The bill granting a pension to Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Fuchs (the step-mother of a soldier) 
was opposed by Cockrell as establishing a 
new principle, and was defended by Messrs. 
Edmunds, Blair and Platt. 
The bill was 
passed, and a motion to reconsider was re­ 
jected—yeas 8, noes 36. 
Van W yck moved to m ake a special 
order for the second Tuesday in January 
the bill for the relief of settlers and pur­ 
chasers of lands in Nebraska and Kansas 
adjoining the Denver and St. Joseph Rail­ 
road/ The motion was agreed to. 
The Senate then took up the unfinished 
business of yesterday, being the bill to 
repeal theT enure of Office Act. Edm unds 
addressed the Senate in opposition to the 
bill. George made a constitutional and 
historical argum ent in favor of the bill. 
Evarts addressed the Senate, stating that he 
would vote for the bill and that the grounds 
of its constitutionality would not cover his 
vote, but that grounds of expediency 
would. A t the close of Evarts’ speech the 
Senate went into executive session, and 
when the doors were reopened adjourned 
house. 
On motion of Wise, the Senate bill was 
passed providing that Admirals Rowan and 
W orden may, after forty years’ service, be 
relieved from active service on their own 
application, w ith the highest pay of the 
grade to which they belong. 
Dingley presented remonstrances against 
the Dunn tree ship bill from several asso­ 
ciations, firms am i Boards of Trade. The 
remonstrances, which were appropriately 
referred, represent that the adoption of the 
free ship policy would destroy the ship­ 
building industry, and make this country 
dependent upon British yards for ships for 
commercial purposes and for defense in 
tim e of war. 
The House then, in the m orning hour, 
resumed in Committee of the W hole con­ 
sideration of the Secate bill for the allot­ 
m ent of lands in severalty to Indians. A 
num ber ot am endm ents recommended by 
the Committee on Indian Affaire were 
adopted, and the committee having arisen, 
the bill was passed.

Editor Rational Br¡ndtlican : Your note asking 
for my views on the question of collecting cus­ 
toms duties on sugar and internal revenue tax 
on tobacco has been received. From my obser­ 
vation of m aklngsugar from beets in California 
1 believe the day is not far distant when with 
improved machinery we can produce ail the 
refined sugar needed as low as it can be pro­ 
duced in any other country, and that in conse­ 
quence sugar will be furnished to our people as 
cheap, it not cheaper, than it can be furnished 
from abroad. I am. therefore, against remov­ 
ing its protection. 
Beet sugar is now made in 
t'jJifom ia with fair success. I visited the bcet- 
sugar manufactory in California recently, the 
proprietor of which told me that he had made 
sugar at a cost of 4.ÍSJ cents per pound with im ­ 
perfect machinery, and that with improved 
m achinery he thought the cost could be re­ 
duced at least one cen t{«r pound. 
As a prin­ 
ciple, I believe in the protection of our home 
Indus'ries against foreign competition, and as a 
consequence, of the cultivation of tobacco as a 
legitimate industry. 1 see no sntheicnt reason 
why it should be hardened while other in­ 
dustries are protected. 1 am yours truly.

CHICAGO. 


P re p a ra tio n s in P ro g ress for tlie C itru s 
F a ir from C en tral C alifornia. 
CmcAGo, December 9,1886. 
E ds. R ecord-L nion : The weather here 
has moderated since the beginning of this 
week, and people can stand it out of their 
houses. 
I have been around with Mr. 
W ashington Porter and others trying to 
find a suitable place to exhibit the products 
of Central and northern California, and the 
iact is that so much business is done here 
it is quite difficult to find an empty room 
suitable. 
I think, however, we have got a 
place on Clark street that will do. 
It is in 
the center of business, and our exhibit will 
show much better tnan in a vast hall. T he 
owners of the hall on the lake shore asked 
$600 per week rental for the room. 
I ex­ 
plained to the owner that the California 
people had no desire to j/urchass the build­ 
ing. but only to rent. Then he said : 
“ We get $100 a night for it for a hall.” 
“ B ut,” I said. “ this is not a hall, it is a 
fruit exhibit, and our people do not charge 
$5 a ticket, and they do not dance the ger­ 
man or hop, wal z, or any other caper, only 
walk around and wonder why they never 
knew before that oranges grew in Califor­ 
nia in any other locality than Los Angeles 
and Riverside.” 
He made no reply and I 
left. 
" 
The Southern Pacific Company has done 
the proper thing in having printed an edi­ 
tion of 5,000 copies ol tlie “ Cornucopia,” 
revised, and 1 
am 
dow circulating it 
throughout the Northwest. 
Now that the 
Southern Pacific Company has an agent in 
Chicago, he is beset by inquiries concern­ 
ing California. 
Applications for informa­ 
tion arc constant, and many people are 
getting ready to go to California, and it is a 
class of people that will settle there, and is 
composed of farmers, business men and 
mechanics, each of whom has money to 
invest and industry to develop the country. 
The Union Pacific Railroad took out 
from Omaha on the 9th instant 175 excur­ 
sionists, besides the regular list of passen­ 
gers, and four ru llm a n carloads left via 
the B. and M. and D. and It. G. R. R. Ten 
Pullm an carloads left St. Louis for Califor­ 
nia, via the Missouri Pacific, on the 9th, 
besides three carloads second class passen­ 
gers. The Illinois Central also sent out 
about 100 via the Southern Pacific, m aking 
altogether nearly 1.000 persons starting 
from this vicinity for California the same 
day. I understand, also, that a full train­ 
load went out from Kansas City the same 
date, over the Santa Fe road. All the rail­ 
road agents are working the business, each 
struggling for the passenger traffic. F our­ 
teen new Pullm ans will be sent out to the 
Southern Pacific Company in a few days. 
The new books of the Southern Pacific 
Company are marvels of tasto and elegancp, 
with illum inated covers, and 1 am painting 
the country red with them . We shall cer­ 
tainly have a boom for Central and north­ 
ern California, and then the entire Slate 
will be boomed. Los Angeles needs no 
further advertising. 
Everybody scents to 
know it well, and now their people should 
rejoice w ith us up north that the season of 
prosperity is dawning for our section. I 
itave the greatest difficulty in convincing 
people of the fact that in onr State the lines 
of latitude do not m ark climatic divisions; 
that it is as mild in w inter in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley as it is in the south. 
Last week the weather was awful cold, 
and to hear these citizens complain one 
would think it unusual; but I find that 
fine weather is the exception, although 
three days of this week have been, for this 
climate, m ild and warm —that is, one only 
needed a light overcoat and a silk muffler. 
W ashington Porter, and also the Messrs. 
H ixson, are doing all possible to forward 
the interests of the Citrus F air exhibit. I 
hope it will be full and comprehensive, 
that canned fruit and that in glass jars will 
be on exhibit, and that raisins, prunes, 
wines, wheat, corn, oats, potatoes, etc., will 
all be here, for seme gentleman from the 
bucolic districts may say, “ Well, of course 
you can raise oranges, hut what else do you 
raise there ?” The presence of other pro­ 
ducts will answer such queries.

STILL OTHER LESSONS. 
AV'e have sought to draw from the Citrus 
Fair several lessons of immediate benefit, 
and not without success. Some of these 
have found expression in these columns. 
Still others appear to us of such importance 
as to justify comment. 
Thus, it is apparent that when the Cit­ 
rus Fair is removed to Chicago it will lose 
one very powerful adjunct, to w it: the at­ 
tendance upon each county exhibit of the 
intelligent committeemen who now prove 
such efficient aids in giving strangers in­ 
formation. It is one tiring to place an ex­ 
hibit in view, another to convey the full 
force of its preaching. For it is necessary 
that the stranger should know, for instance, 
where Nevada county is, what the location 
of Butte, what the genctal character of 
Solano, and so on. He should know whether 
the altitude is great, or the land of the 
growth is bottom or valley ; whether the 
fruits were grown with or without irriga­ 
tion, etc. These are essential points of in­ 
formation, and there are probably fifty 
practical fruit-growers now engaged at the 
Citrus Fair in explaining them to visitors. 
But what will be the situation in Chi­ 
cago? One or two men will lie in charge, 
whose supervisorial and mechanical labors 
will alone occupy their whole attention. 
It will be simply impossible for them to 
explain matters to the thousands of visit­ 
ors to any appreciable extent But there 
is a method by which the desired end can 
be quite well attained. Let there *be 
prepared 
cards 
of large 
size, 
for 
each county exhibit, giving in single 
lines the location of the county, its topo­ 
graphic character—as, valley, foothill or 
mountain, etc.—its mean temperature, its 
average rainfall, general character of soil, 
whether the fruit was grown under irriga­ 
tion, that it has been raised thus far only 
for ornament, and the ground about the 
trees scarcely at all cultivated, etc. 
A dozen or so lines of this kind will pre­ 
sent the facts to the intelligent observer 
very forcibly, and illuminate the exhibits 
with the light of indispensable informa­ 
tion. 
Still another suggestion offered is the 
outgrowth of experience on the first day of 
the fair, when two hundred Eastern visit­ 
ors attended—that is, that there is abso­ 
lute need for a display of a large map of 
Central and northern California. Such a 
chart would save a vast deal of explana­ 
tion and disputeand clearly show strangers 
the relation of the section represented bv 
the exhibits, to the southern region, the 
metropolis, the chief rivers, and the great 
rail lines of travel and transportation; and 
a map should be displayed also showing the 
isothermal lines from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 
Indeed, we can conceive of the 
practicability of procuring a dozen com­ 
paratively small maps of the section—such 
are printed in great number—and dis­ 
playing them over each exhibit, in con­ 
nection with thecards of information. The 
cost of these maps and cards would be very 
light, their benefits immeasurable. 


T h e force of the objection to the Reagan 
hill to regulate interstate commerce over 
lines of rail transportation, is in the utter 
revolution the bill will work in the matter 
of through rates. Through and way rates 
are not interchangeable, hut broadly dis­ 
tinct. Yet the Reagan bill proposes a lev­ 
eling process that would make the mile 
and the ton the measures and standards of 
the reward for the haul, whether the dis­ 
tance is long or short. Thus, the fruit­ 
grower near a market could get to it on a 
mile rate that would not he oppressive, 
but under the interstate bill the distant 
grower could not reach market at all if he 
had to cross a State line en route, for the 
mile rate for the haul within the State 
would prevail for the whole distance of the 
long haul, and thus become prohibitive. 
The scheme will cot work. It may be 
tried, hut it will lie at the expense of the 
producers distant from market, who will 
rise in their strength to ascertain why 
they are to be punished.

I n San Francisco a great deal of law­ 
lessness lias been manifest recently. The 
action of the people and authorities in the 
car strikes has not given confidence that 
property rights and inalienable guarantees 
are held sacredly in San Francisco by a 
class that appears to be able to dominate. 
There is need for regeneration of the spirit 
of genuine liberty in the Bay city and the 
crushing of the spurious article.

Placer county is a high foothills, creek 
bottoms and low foothills region. It-is 
from 15 to 20 railes wide and 100 miles 
long. The upper foothill soil is red grav­ 
elly loam, rich bottom alluvial; some 
sandy loam ; no adobe, of any account. It 
is easily tilled soil, variable as to depth and 
a.: to productive quality. The rainfall is 
certain : there is never a drought, and never 
a total failure of crops. The county is sup­ 
plied with numerous mining storage reser­ 
voirs, originally intended for mining pur­ 
poses, and now mainly directed to agricult­ 
ure. There are several hundred miles of 
ditches. The chief products are fruit in all 
variety, quartz mining, manufectures in 
clay, iron ore, vast granite product, exten­ 
sive lime product, heavy pine-lumbering 
products, all varieties of berries, some 
grain growing and vine products largely. 
There is much land to be had, (unculti­ 
vated) from $2 50 to $30 per acre. The 
price of cultivated land is dependent largelv 
upon improvements. W ithin five years 
the county has made greater progress in 
horticulture and viticulture than in all 
time previously. It is a warm county, 
scarcely any frost is known and no snow 
in cultivatable regions. The soil products 
are very early in market. This year Placer 
put 
THE FIRST 
Cherries in the Chicago market, and sent 
the first oranges to the East and the first 
strawberries. The bulk of the small ship 
inents go East. The Central Pacific Rail 
road traverses the county and gives it the 
advantage of twenty-four hours priority in 
the market. Placer is a rich county, and 
at this date probably is the most progress­ 
ive and prosperous of ail the northern 
counties. It grows all varieties of fruit 
and semi-tropic products in lavish wealth. 
Placer has the most extensive granite quar­ 
ries in the State, All the polished granite 
used in San Francisco and Sacramento 
comes from Placer county. 
THE EXHIBITS. 
More striking in character are those of 
budded oranges, the Washington and the 
Australian, Mediterranean sweet, the St. 
Michaels and several others. All the ex­ 
hibitors have more or less of these 
varieties. Budded varieties of lemons are 
shown also in large variety. 
Other 
striking exhibits are the tea plant, 
cotton (proving they will grow in Placer), 
olives, which are being largelv cultivated— 
one planter alone putting out 200 acres of 
trees. 
The Japanese persimmon grows 
luxuriantly. The fig is grown of all varie­ 
ties, and the curing of it is now being 
largely engaged in for commerce, as it is a 
staple, and commands a good price with a 
broad profit. Pomeerauates- are largely 
rown, and to perfection. All manner of 
cciduous fruits are grown, as also many 
varieties of choice nuts. Brandy and wine 
is put up in Placer counlv for commerce, 
but this industry 13 in its infancv. The 
maiori y of the grapes grown are'for the 
table and for raisin-curing. 
A CURIOUS PUZZLE 
Is shown by Placer county. Four boxes of 
tive-crown Dehesa raisins are placed side 
by side. One of these is the genuine im­ 
ported, the other four are cured by Mr. 
Foster, near Lincoln, Placer county’, mid­ 
way between Lincoln and Newcastle. A 
card is on this exhibit, challenging specta­ 
tors to pick out the imported, if they can. 
The five-crown Dehesa is the best-known 
raisin in the world. 
Another feature is the exhibit of Hall 
Bros., of Penryn, of navel oranges. River­ 
side experts on Tuesday admitted that these 
are the genuine Washington navel variety. 
Dr. Joseph M. Frev s exhibit in the 
Placer display, arranged under the superin­ 
tendence of Mrs. Fox, is an especially at­ 
tractive ft ature in variety, beauty and gen­ 
eral excellence, and challenges the rivalry 
of any. Here is shown a lemon tree of 
one year's growth, from the doctor’s place at 
Newcastle, which attained the marvelous 
bight of fourteen feet. Here, too, is shown 
pure, sweet, soft, delicious olive o il; some 
magnificent Italian chestnuts—a finer chest­ 
nut no one ever saw ; so. too. the quinces 
shown are wonderful in size. 
There 
are many striking features in the ex­ 
hibit which lack of space prevents. Dr. 
Frey is a gentleman of scientific attain­ 
ments and has applied them to the pro­ 
duction of the highest possible results in 
the culture of the soil. His exhibit speaks 
volumes for the success attained. 
Captain Moger's exhibit is a verv fine 
one. not decorated at all, but basing its 
claims on its fine oranges and other fruits, 
and proving every one of them. It is a 
notable exposition of what cufinre will do. 
Geo. W. Bird's cotton exhibit is especially 
worthy of mention. 
W. R. Strong it Co., of Sacramento have 
large interests in Placer, and make a 
special exhibit, pyramidal, of fruits, fresh 
semi-tropic, ripe watermelons (in Decem­ 
ber), apples, grapes, dried figs and fruits, 


oranges, lemons, etc. It is a splendid dis­ 
play. 
J. Mason Haight, of Newcastle, shows a 
grapevine 30 feet long of one year growth, 
and W . J. Wilson one of 25 feet. 
AS A SPECTACLE 
The Placer exhibit is the largest and most 
artistic in the hall. There are four tbree- 
decked double tables. These are dressed . 
with palms, pampas grass, madronna foli- 1 
age, red berries, deep evergreens, clusters of 
oranges with foliage, fiowers in profusion, 
etc. The space thus occupied is flanked on 
three sides by 110 feet of wall space. In the 
center rises a half round tower of oranges, 
12 feet high, with oval roof of red berries 
in clusters. To the right and left are half 
pyramids of like bight, built wholly of 
oranges. To the left and right of these are 
two other similar half pyramids, and to 
the extreme right a bank of oranges in 
boxes, 12 feet long and 7 feet high. Be­ 
tween each of these designs fruits are dis­ 
played in plates on shelves, and the walls 
with palms, olive boughs, evergreens and 
flowers for decoration. Over all runs the 
sign in great bold letters, the whole width 
of the ball, “Placer County.” The display 
is very difficult to adequately describe as a 
spectacle.

S tanislaus C ounty 
Is 1.420square miles in area; of foothills, 
140; Coast Ranee, 355 ; San Joaqnin val­ 
ley, 925, with 100 square miles of adobe. 
It is largely a grain county, and one of the 
chief grain counties of the United States. 
It is largely a stock-raising county also. 
The bottom lands of the Stanislaus river 
are of dark, liriu loatn, bearing a luxuriant 
growth of grape vines among the oaks. 
The bottom land of the Tuolumne river is 
sandy. The central part of the valley south 
ot the Tuolumne river is sand, changing to 
a gray and blackish loam as one goes 
north. The plains are level and without 
timber growth. The county came later 
under culture than most "of the other 
counties of the jalley. It is now the ban­ 
ner county for whea't. The Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad passes through the county 
from northwest to southeast, and gives 
fine easy transportation to Sacramento and 
San Francisco or to the Eastern seaboard. 
The soil is highly favorable for grapes, 
citrus fruits, pomegranates, olives, all’de- 
ciduon8 fruits, peanuts, etc. The average 
yield of winter-sown wheat is fifteen to 
eighteen buslieis. 
The county is represented in the fair by 
K. Vogt, who exhibits some fine varieties 
of oranges grown on his place at Knight’s 
Ferry, on the Stanislaus river,above twelve 
miles from Oakdale, the terminus or the 
S. and V. R. K. The exhibit made by Mr. 
Vogt consists of twelve boxes, and tire of 
the Brazilian navel budded, Stanislaus 
sweets, a seedling, and the Knight's Ferry 
native varieties. These oranges are large, 
thin-skinDed, rich in color and of superior 
Savor, and are among the finest on exbi- 


bition. They were grown at an elevation ot ( 
000 feet. Knight’s Ferry in the early days 
of gold mining was noted for its rich 
placer mines, but these long since have 
been worked out, and now 011 the very spot 
where the yellow gold o ’ mining was dug 
from the earth, Mr. Vogt has 160 orange 
trees hearing fruit, the major portion of 
which were planted about thirteen years 
ago. This section of the county is espe­ 
cially adapted to the growing of oranges, 
lemons, pomegranates, persimmons, al­ 
monds, grapes and all kinds of fruits. The 
chief products of the county are grain and 
stock-raising. Mr. Vogt has about 1,0C0 
healthy growing orange trees, and expects 
to plant about 1Ó0 more during the season 
of 1887. The fruit belt of this county is 
particularly adapted to the growingof wine 
and raisin grapes. A. Schell, who has a 
vineyard of 100 acres at Knight’s Ferry, is 
the leading representive of the wine’ in­ 
terest in that county. Stanislaus county is 
rapidly moving to the front in the value 
and importance of her products. Water 
for irrigation purposes can be had in abund­ 
ance. 
IV. T. Coleman it Co., of San Francisco, 
show some excellent varieties of raisins 
grown by the McPherson Bros., of Fresno 
county. The different brands are the Miss 
Austin, Wm. Forsyth and Coleman Flag. 
They are large in size, fine in appearance, 
and of excellent quality. 
F resn o C ounty. 
The display in the fair of raisins made 
by the Fresno Raisin and Fruit Packing 
Company of Fresno, of which Geo. W. 
Meade it Co., of San Francisco, are the 
agents, is probably the finest exhibition of 
California raisins that have ever been 
packed in this State as yet. Besides the 
fruit being of most excellent quality, it is 
faced by machinery, an invention of their 
own, which astonishingly adds to its 
beauty. In addition to this, the wrappings 
and labels, and the very handsome way 
in which the fruit is gotten up, is some­ 
thing that has surprised even the oldest 
inhabitants, and it is only through the 
means of a fair of this kind that the won­ 
derful 
improvements 
and 
progress 
that have been made in the packing of 
raisins of California can be brought about. 
W hile Fresno county is in Central Califor­ 
nia. it is practically a part and parcel of 
northern California, and is in sympathy 
with this part of the State. The raisin pro­ 
duct of that section is increasing yearly in 
quantity, and promises in the near future 
great results in the business of California. 
It is a great pleasure to us to report this 
wonderful improvement, both in the qual­ 
ity of our raisins and in the style of pack­ 
ing. We are informed* nv Messrs Geo. W. 
Meade & Co. that these goods are fully 
equal to the Spanish fruit. 
Another thing that should not be lost 
sight of is the fact that the samples now on 
exhibition at our fair are exactly the same 
goods that they are forwarding in car lots 
to the Eastern markets, and that their total 
shipments of this kind of fruit, to date, 
will approximate from 70 000 to 80,000 
boxes. It is an easy thing to pack for ex­ 
hibition a box or two of extra tine raisins, 
but what is desired in an exhibition of this 
kind is a fair representation of the goods as 
they are being shipped to the East and 
other markets. 
T eliiiina C ounty. 
Tehama is upon both sides of the Sacra­ 
mento river, near the northern end of the 
most fruitful valley in the world. It con­ 
tains nearly 2,000,000 acres of excellent soil, 
varying from the deep alluvial sediment 
bottom lands to the productive plains and 
fertile foothills. Three-l'ourths ot the en­ 
tire area is productive soil, and produces 
9,000,000 bushels of wheat and other grain, 
2,500,000 pounds of wool, and large quanti­ 
ties of fruits of all kinds. Although fruit­ 
growing is in its infam y there, whe ever 
grown all citrus and other fruits produce 
abundantly. Oranges, lemons, olives, tigs, 
raisins, etc., arc grown successfully in the 
valley and thermal belt of the foothills, 
while the apple, pear, peach, pium, etc., 
thrive in the higher altitudes. 
The timbered area is large, and produces 
the finest timber in the world. At Red 
Bluff, the county scat, 199 miles north of 
San Francisco, are the immense sawmills 
of the Sierra Lumber Company, which 
manufactures lumber for the world’s mar­ 
kets. Red Bluff has 4 000 people, an acad­ 
emy second to none, graded and high 
schools, banks and many fine brick and 
iron business blocks and elegant-private 
residences. The county schools, some 75 
in number, are provided with the best 
teachers. Corning, Tehama and I’askenta 
are flourishing towns. 
At Vina is the 
largest vineyard in the world, that of Gov 
ernor Lelm’id Stanford, of nearly 4,000 
acres. 
THE RAINFALL 
Of Tehama county is 28 inches annually, 
which insures abundant crops without irri­ 
gation. A failure of crops was never known 
in this county. 
The climate is dry and 
healthy, and is semi-tropical in the valley, 
growing cooler as the mountains are as­ 
cended, so that one may choose his home 
where he will, with satisfaciion as to tem­ 
perature. The water is pure and abund­ 
ant. Lands are cheap, compared to prices 
asked in sections in the south. The rail­ 
road and market facilities are of the best, 
and constantly enlarging. Several new­ 
lines have incorporated and are proposed, 
and the completion of the Oregon line is 
near at hand. 
This county is on the direct and only 
through north and south line between 
California anil the vast northwest, and 
being so near to the northern market will 
hold a first place for all time.

Sonom a C ounty. 
Sonoma county makes a small exhibit— 
too email for so broad and good a county. 
This county is on the coast, just nonh of 
San Francisco, and intimately connected 
wiih it by rail and steamboats. It9 ocean 
coast is a range of high mountains clothed 
with redwoods. Behind there are some 
foothills of the richest productive character 
for tubers and growth not affected by great 
humidity. Then comes valley and plain— 
a lovely sweep of rich soil, oak dotted, and 
fabulously rich in its capacity for wheat, 
com, rye, etc., and all manner of deciduous 
fruits. This valiev stretch, or unioD of two 
valleys, is about fifty miles long and from 


ten to twenty miles wide. 0 n the east a 
low range of hills cuts the plain lands into 
two series of longitudinal valleys for the 
south half of the territory. The east bor­ 
der is foothill and low mountain range. 
Grapes grow with wonderful results in So­ 
noma, and notably in Sonoxa and Los 
Quilicos valleys; but the vine is fruitful 
in high degree anywhere in the county- 
east of the ocean range. On the Russian 
river are bottoms producing magnificent 
corn. Sonoma is a thickly-settled county, 
comparatively. Her people are prosperous, 
and the community may be said to be rich. 
Two lines of rail traverse neatly the length 
of the county, and a third is to he built to 
connect the county with Sacramento and 
the East.

The Directors of the Citrus Fair Associa­ 
tion held another meeting at the Board of 
Trade rooms yesterday afternoon, Albert 
Gallatin presiding and Dr. Latham Secre­ 
tary. The Chair stated that the meeting 
was an adjourned session of the Directors' 
meeting, commenced the day previous, at 
which time a committee was appointed to

of the Citrus Fair Association had been re­ 
quested to prepare a statement of the 
am oant the Association would have avail­ 
able for paying expenses of the Citrus Fair 
to be held in Chicago.

by the Secretary:

The Secretary stated that Senator Hearst 
had indicated a willingness to assist the 
Citrus Fair Association financially, and a 
committee consisting of Titos. L. Thomp­ 
son, It. D. Stephens, C. I!. Parsons, Joseoh 
Hahn and Dr. Latham, were appointed to 
represent the interests of the Association, 
and to solicit such donation for its suppott 
as should be accorded. 
On motion of J. J. Morrison, it was or­ 
dered that the following dispatch be sent 
to T. H. Goodman, General Ticket and Pas­ 
senger Agent of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany : 
S acramento. December lfi, 1880. 
The Board ot Directors of the Central Califor­ 
nia Citrus Fair Association, in m eeting assem­ 
bled, and representing twenty counties, invite 
you to make up and bring a party of the officers 
and representatives of the company to visit our 
fair at any time it may be convenient, before its 
close on Saturday evening. 
The motion was unanimously carried 
and the dispatch sent, signed by the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary of the Board of Di­ 
rectors. 
Mr. Morrison also stated that the Placer 
county exhibitors had held a meeting yes­ 
terday and donated the entire exhibit, now 
in the fair, to be used in the proposed ex 
hibition in Chicago. 
The Committee upon Plan of Organiza­ 
tion then submitted its report, which was 
as follows: 
The undersigned committee, selected bvyou 
to retiort some form of organization, ta-g leave 
to subm it the following : 
That the counties consisting of Sacramento, 
San Joaquin, Calaveras, Amador, El Dorado, 
Placer, Nevada, Sutter. Yuhn. sierra, Bmie, 
Plumas. Lassen, Modo-, Tehama, Shasta, 
Siskiyou, Del Norte, Humboldt. Trinity, Colusa, 
Mendocino, Lake, 1 olo, Solano, Napa,’ Sonoma!» 
Marin, Sin Francisco, Alameda and Contra 
Costa shall form an Imm igration Association, 
consisting of five Directors each, except Sacra­ 
mento, w hich shall have nine; and that said 
Association shall be called the Central Cali 
fornia Immigration Association. That each 
county Immigration Association shall select 
one of their said Directors, to represent them 
in the Im m igration Association at Sacramento, 
which shall be the parent Association, thus 
making the Central, or parent Association con­ 
sist of twenty-eight members, five of which 
shall constitute a quorum. A11 meetings of the 
parent Association shall he held at Sacramento. 
That a perm anent exhibition building be 
erected in Sacramento, as near the depot as pos­ 
sible, in which tlie counties represented 111 tile 
directory at Sacramento, anil that have con­ 
tributed an amouut sufficient to satisfy the said 
directory at Sacramento, shall have a perm a­ 
nent exhibition, consisting of the products of 
said counties. 
The annual expense of m aintaining said or­ 
ganization will he about $10,500 per annum. 
That the Supervisors of each county be asked 
to contribute $5U) towards m aintaining said or­ 
ganization and perm anent exhibit, except Sac 
ram ento city and county, which shall be asked 
to contribute $-------; and San Francisco, which 
shall Is? asked to contribute 8------. 
Thnt the Southern Pacific Company be asked 
to give the use of space near the depot for said 
building, and should bo asked for an amount 
annually equivalent to one-third of the umount 
contributed 1 y the various counties. 
That this m eeting select the names of five 
persons in each county to Berve as Directors of 
- ho Imm igration Association in such countv, 
and that the Chairman of each county Associii 
lion have the power to fill all vacancies; that 
the Directors selected shall serve for one year 
(or until their successois have been elected) 
Iram the first Tuesday of January, 1887, and 
shall be elected annually thereafter bv the citi­ 
zens or Plumbers of the im m igration Associa­ 
tions of the various counties. 
That the press be asked to co-operate w ith the 
various counties and urge upon Supervisors the 
necessity of immediate action. 
That the Secretary of this m eeting notify the 
different persons named as Directors in said 
counties or their selection, and request them to 
serve and organize immediatelv. 
G. E. Brand, D. N. Honn, fi. A. Mes-onge-, 
Jonas J. Morrison, Edwin K. Alsip, Committee. 
The report was read and considered 
seria em, and without conclusive action. 
Its fina! consideration was postponed until 
3 o’clock this afternoon, when all the Di­ 
rectors and the members of the press now 
in the city ure requested to be present at 
the Board of Trade rooms, over L. L. 
Lewis it Co.’s establishment, corner Fifth 
and J slreets. 
After a discussion as fo the methods for 
raising the balance of funds required fo 
make (lie exhibit at Chicago, it was ordered 
that Albert Gailatin be appointed at the 
head of a committee of three—the other 
two to be appointed by him —to go to San 
Francisco and seek to obtain substantial as­ 
sistance from the business men of that 
place for the above object. 
The meeting then adjourned. 


T he C itrns F air. 
The second annual Citrus Fair of north­ 
ern California, nuw in progress in Sacra­ 
mento, is a most surprising success, having 
already surpassed the expectations of those 
having the affair in charge. The large 
building in which it is being held was at 
first supposed to be too large for the ex­ 
hibits expected, but it is already seen to be 
by far too small. 
Pyramids of golden 
oranges, pilca of yellow lemons and limes, 
bunches of bananas, persimmousand dates, 
all grown in the central and northern por­ 
tions of the State, fill the spaces alloted to 
the several counties in one magnificent 
display never before surpassed in the State, 
and rarely equaled in ihe United States. 
The display, wonderful as it is, gives but a 
slight idea of the possibilities ol the State. 
A few years ago one would have been 
laughed at a3 insane had he claimed that 
nearly all of the tropical fruits could be 
raised in counties north of San Francisco. 
Now the fact is proverr. Besides the citrus 
fruits proper exhibited at Sacramento, there 
are displayed nuts, grapes, wines, dried 
fruits, etc., in endless variety, and the 
whole intermingled and beautified with 
evergreens, holly bushes and growing 
tropical trees from whose branches hang 
delicious fruits. Taken as a whole, the 
Citrns Fair is a grand success.—San Fran­ 
cisco Era miner. 


FOUND AT LAST. 
M rs. Lee A ll G ong R esto red to H er H us­ 
b an d by th e F olice. 
Officer Farren was informed W ednesday 
afternoon by King Silva that he had heard 
of Chinawomen having been seen in the 
neighborhood of Ifoptown, on the Grant, 
six or seven miles from the city, under such 
circumstances as to give reasonable grounds 
for the belief that one of them might be 
Mrs. All Gong, the woman brought here 
from Vallejo a few weeks ago on a false 
charge of graud larceny, and who*was sub­ 
sequently spirited away. The officer In­ 
formed officers Sullivan and McCormick of 
what he had learned, and it was decided 
that the latter officers should pro­ 
ceed to Hoptown and make a search. 
They accordingly procured a vehicle yes­ 
terday morning, and, accompanied by Ah 
Gong, the woman’s husband, started on 
their investigation. Several Chinese habi­ 
tations were visited, but fruitlessly. Final­ 
ly, about the time they had become almost 
discouraged, they met Mike Judge, who 
was the one who had seen the women pro­ 
ceeding to Hoptown, and, after he had 
heard where they had been, he declared 
that if the missing woman was anywhere 
in the vicinity she must be at Ah Sing’s 
hop ranch, seven miles from town. 
Thither they went. Sing’s wife appeared 
in answer to their summons, and, on search 
being made, Mrs. Ah Gong was found in 
the upper story of the house. 
Chin Ah 
Fee, the fellow who assumed to be her 
brother-in-law at the time the charge of 
grand larceny was examined, and with 
whom she went after being discharged, 
declining Rev. Mr. Masters’ offer to escort 
her back to Vallejo that afternoon, was in 
the house, but attempted to escape. The 
officers called to Mr. Judge to head him off, 
and he was captured before he bad gone 
many rods. Previous to this Ah Gong had 
declared that when he found him he would 
kill him, announcing "I’ll shoot him 
through the blain.” The officers, much 
against his will, took his pistol from him. 
and thus in all probability saved Ah Fee’s 
life. Ah Gong was delighted to find the 
partner of his joys and sorrows, but she 
was rather cool about it. AVhen the party- 
arrived at the station-house, on their return 
to the city, lie swung his hat in great glee, 
and escorted her into the police office with 
the utmost fondness, holding her hand, as 
though fearing some one might take her 
from him. 
She was rather diffident, 
and it was plain to be seen that She did not 
enter into the enjoyment of the occasion 
with great heartiness, apparently fearing 
that she was to have more trouble, and 
perhaps be locked up. W hile she was sit­ 
ting in the Chief’s office officer Sullivan 
produced a photograph, and, remarking 
that a great deal had been said about his 
arresting her at Vallejo upon the word of 
highbinders and the evidence of a picture 
which no more resembled her than it did 
the Statue of Liberty Enlightening the 
World, requested some of those present to 
see whether the photograph bore any re­ 
semblance to her. It was very- evident 
that it was her likeness, and when ques» 
tioned whether it was hers, she laughed 
good-naturedly and coquettisbly remarked : 
’’Y’ou think it look like my eyes?” Ah 
Gong, coming up at that moment, re­ 
marked : " That a picture of my wife 
when she younger. 
She subsi quently 
stated 
that

the charge against her she was kept in a 
room connected with the store of Fong 
Ling Hung, on I street. That night Chin 
Ah Fee called for her, said they would 
start for Vallejo, put her in a wagon and 
she was conveyed to Hoptown, where she 
had been three weeks in Ah Sing’s house 
when recovered. Ah Gong's friends, in 
their determination to find her, procured a 
writ of habeas corpus from the Supreme 
Court, returnable before Judge Murphy of 
San Francisco, and now that she has been 
found she will doubtless be taken before 
him in response to the writ. Both she 
and Chin Ah Fee are still at the station- 
house, as are also Di Choy, the woman who 
swore to the false charge against her, and 
also another Chinawoman, who was ar­ 
rested as an accessory. The officers of the 
Government steamer Ranger, upon which 
Ah Gong is employed, and the gentlemen 
connected with the Chinese missions, have 
expressed their determination to probe 
this case to the bottom, and have punish­ 
ment inflicted where it belongs; and it 
would seem that there is a good case 
agaiust Di Choy and Chin Ah Fee for con­ 
spiracy or kidnaping. Yesterday afternoon 
Ah £>ong and his wife had a long talk, 
during which she narrated the rough treat­ 
ment she had received. She stated that 
Ah Fee, after taking her to the house in 
Hoptown. dug a ho'e beneath the floor, 
just large enough for her to hide in, and 
several times made her conceal heiself 
in it, on the pretense that some one 
was coming, in order to drill her for 
the work, so that if any one did 
coine there would not he any mis­ 
take. He fed her upon rice, and refused to 
let her have any tea. assuring her of ex­ 
cellent treatment, however, if she would 
comply with his wishes. The statement 
of her wrongs angered Ah Gong to 
such an extent that he determined to have 
vengeance. About 5 p m. he entered the 
general office and told officer Farren very 
quietly that he would liketo speak to Ah 
Fee. His manner was so calm that Farren 
consented, and gave the key to officer 
heavy with a request that he attend to the 
matter. As soon as Lcavy opened the 
cell door Gong drew a pistol, anil in a few 
seconds Fee would have been perforated 
with bullets but for the officer’s promptly 
seizing Gong and calling for help. Officer 
Farren and others ran to his aid and dis­ 
armed Gong, but not without a desperate 
struggle, he proving to be very strong and 
determined.

SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 


E xhibition Last N ight—To Rem ain Open 
a W e e k —P le a s i n g E x e r c is e s . 
The Sacramento School of Design opened 
its first exhibition of drawings in the E. B. 
Crocker Art Gallery last night. 
The at­ 
tendance was very large, fully 800 persons 
visiting the main hall. At half-past 7 the 
lecture-room was filled to its full seating 
capacity, some 300 invited guests and 
friends of the pupils being present. The 
school 
sat 
on 
either 
side 
of 
the 
stage. 
The rostrum was occupied by 
Vice-President Ray, of 
the California 
Museum Association which conducts the 
school; Mayor Brown. President of the 
Board of Joint Control; judges of the 
evening H. W. A. Nahl (artist), of San 
Francisco. Charles McCreary, of Sacra­ 
mento, and Miss Amanda Austin, Sacra­ 
mento (graduate of the San Francisco 
School of Design), and the instructors of 
the Sacramento school.W. F. Jackson, Sac­ 
ramento, and C. J. Carlson, of San Fran­ 
cisco. In front of the stage were *tbe Di­ 
rectors and the Committee of Management 
for the occasion. At one side of the stage 
was a very handsome floral design—easel, 
palette and fan—tbeoffering of Miss Cosby. 
Vice-President Ray called to order and 
made the introductory address. He re­ 
ferred fittingly to the gift of the gallery by 
Mrs. Crocker to the city, to the organiza­ 
tion of the California Museum Association, 
to its trusteeship of the property, to its 
work and fair success thus far in col­ 
lecting a museum of natural history 
and 
curiosity, 
and 
to 
the 
founda­ 
tion 
of 
the 
School 
of 
Design 
He referred to the work of the year past as 
now yielding its harvest, soon to be opened 
to the inspection of the people. In that 
connection he happily referred to the Citrus 
Fair, and what it typified in the di.ection 
of developing the possibilities of this sec­ 
tion of t he State. Another new tiling was the 
school, in whose honor the audience had 
met. He trusted it would lead the people to 
reflect upon our possibilities in the direction 
of art culture. There is much home talent 
that should not be neglected. The gift of 
the gallery and the presentation of a splen­ 
did set of casts by business men had made 
the school possible. Its success had sur­ 
passed even the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions of the Directors. The attendance had 
been large and the percentage of season at­ 
tendance very large, and the interest mani­ 
fested had been kept alive to the close of 
the year. Following, and with the need of 
homes, is the desire for the beautiful, 
which makes us dissatisfied with the mere

of

habitation 
or 
a 
patch 
of 
ground. 
Hence, 
ar­ 
tistic tastes develop and latent talent 
is aroused. With this comes the desire to 
inquire into scientific matters and awak­ 
ened interest in literature. To aid to the 
gratification of a!l these desires was the 
purpose of the Museum Association as 
well as to build up a repository for exam­ 
ples of California products, minerals, na­ 
tural curiosities and examples of the wealth 
and capacity of the soil. The Association 
had done much. The Directory had met 
many obstacles, possibly made errors, but 
it had labored to its best ability, and be­ 
lieved its course would be justified by its 
history. 
MAYOR BROWN'S ADDRESS. 
After other remarks in a similar tone of 
thought, he introduced Mayor Brown, who 
said : 
Ladies and Gentlemen, members of the Art School, 
and Directors of the Association; I know not with 
what feelings you view your surroundings to­ 
night, nor whnt your ambitions and future de­ 
sires concerning art may be, but to the citizens 
of this city assembled here to view the result of 
a year s study and labor, there must come emo­ 
tions of pleasure und Interest gratifying apart 
from the mere polite curiosity. For surely this 
infant “ art center" in your midst must now be 
dear to you all as a nursling, and your pleasure 
must be great to knotv that it has so suc­ 
cessfully passed the first year of its ex­ 
istence. 
The 
Directors 
and 
members 
of the association may 
be 
pardoned the 
conscious pride and deep leelings of satis­ 
faction that they have for their work. 
For 
wedded to their fascinating mistress art. they 
have ever been attentive to her wants and 
caprices, and have 
found 
their diligence 
crowned with a merited success. 
Could the 
lady to whose unselfishness, to whose benevo- 
leuee of heart, our city owes so much, and 
whose mauy virtues has so endeared her to us 
all. look upon this scene to-night. I know that 
she would he pleased and gratified, and in a 
manner repaid to see that her bestowed trust 
has been so well guarded and wreathed with 
such success. 
It should be a m atterof congratulation for our 
people to dwell upon, that here in our busy, 
active city, apart from all turmoil, the seeds of 
a broader cultivation, a deeper and more pro­ 
found culture are being sown, to grow and 
thrive, producing a harvest the reaping of 
which will leive its impress, not alone on the 
workers, but upon the people among whom 
they work and upon generations yet to come. 
History, with a generous hand, has left opeu its 
pages that the student may leant how the culti­ 
vation of the arts, the sciences and the classics 
left its indelliblc impression upon the ancient 
epochs, and medieval history only taunts more 
emphatically the linger of progress in art aud 
culture. 
England, before the Elizabethan period, was 
a different England from to day. That golden 
age of literature and art stamped an irradicate 
iinpresdou upon the people, their institutions 
aud their customs, as lasting as time, as brilliant 
as a crystal drop coqtieiing with a ray of sun­ 
shine. " 
Who can tell of the influence sucha small 
beginning as this may in lime exert? Who can 
vouchsafe an answer as to where it may not 
reach and leave its mark 7 
If it be true that artistic culture is but the re­ 
sult of the surroundings in which we find our­ 
selves: that our tastes, our refinement, is but the 
outgrowth of our environments: that before a 
master can he pro ¡need the people must arise to 
a higher plane and a finer degree in develop­ 
m ent—if such is i lie case—which I doubt not— 
we have nothing to fear from locality, from sur­ 
roundings. Are we not in the center of a smil­ 
ing 
valley, abounding in landscapes that 
must 
delight 
the 
eye, 
make 
glad 
the senses V 
The tilling of the soil, the 
cultivation of the vine, the budding fruits, va­ 
ried as they are abundant, all point to a refine­ 
ment, to a culture, that needs only a higher de- 
giee of development to give us a genius, a 
master, as the art growth of his environment. 
May we not produce that master, that genius? 
May not fame and a name await some patient 
toiler here, devoted to his easel? May not the 
sculptured figure in days to come awaken at­ 
tention aud spread a halo of immortality 
around the head of some obscure but diligent 
worker now busy within these halls at their 
daily task ? 1 say may net. and I ask why not? 
Docs not everything, every name, every great 
result 
come 
from 
work, 
hard 
work, a 
struggle battling with prejudice against 
a 
world, 
finally 
to 
succeed? 
Fame 
is 
a 
noble object for which to work, only the ambi­ 
tions ail stirred to its attainment, and in the 
higher walks of life only the diligent, the per­ 
severing, sueeeed. Genius is bom, not made, is 
the common verdict. Talent is inherited, it is 
a gift, cries the world, as an excuse for its non 
possession: hut, my friends, genius and talent is 
only another name for work, for per everance, 
for energy, aud its fruit aud reward is success. 
True, there m u-t be some aptitude, something 
inborn to work upon labore the truly great are 
produced: hut without the diligence, without 
the latiorious struggles, genius and talent are 
like the precious gold in the hidden ore—forever 
obscure unless mined ami worked with care 
and labor. 
The Association has made a fine beginning. 
A most successful year has passed away. Their 
task has been hard but sueeessiul, and but a 
few years may and should place our city in the 
front rauk as an art center, as she is the center 
for trafile, for commerce aud for State purposes.

T H E E X H IB ITIO N .

Nai row-Ciauge. 
Should the result of the survey prove the 
building of a railroad to Yreka impractica­ 
ble, our citizens should immediately make 
arrangements to construct a narrow-gange 
road from the crossing of Shasta river be­ 
low the silt works, and thus avoid bridging 
Shasta river. Such a road could be built 
cheap, and make Yreka continue as the 
leading place of business in Siskiyou coun­ 
ty, while the other points to be established 
along the railroad would be merely stations 
or depots for localities nearest them. With 
a narrow-gauge to Yreka we could secure 
ail the Scott valley and Salmon river trade, 
except what might go to Shasta valiey by 
way of Callahans and South Fork, with ail 
the business of Scott ami Klamath rivers, 
west of and leading directly to Yreka. Scott 
valley people are desirous of coming to 
Yreka for the railroad, and if our citizens 
show some enterprise in this matter they 
are ready to lend a helping hand. Á 
very light rate lor passengers and freight 
would even make this enterprise a paving 
investment, or we are inclined to think the 
people of Yreka, by a two-third vote, could 
levy a tax for the purpose, as it would then 
be an improvement owned by the city, to 
be dear of constitutional objection of' do­ 
nating to corporations, and bonds could be 
floated payable in a number of years with 
low interest. In southern California tbe 
flourishing town of Visalia, over six miles 
from tbe main line of railroad, built a 
narrow-gauge and has continued to prosper, 
while ‘lie town started at tbe railroad depot 
remains just the same as at the start, witb 
no likelihood of growing any greater, or at 
least will never assume any rivalry with 
Visalia. Where the terminus of a road re­ 
mains some time, as at Redding, then such 
a place might get start enough to keep 
growing, but not otherwise, providing any 
effort is made by the older towns to bold 
their grip.— Yreka Journal.
